AUTOMATIC CUER PROJECT PROGRESSING 

Development of the Automatic Cuer, a 
wearable lipreading aid, is progressing 
ahead of schedule, Currently, five 
Gallaudet students of various hearing and 
lipreading abilities have been trained to 
read mechanically delivered cues to assist 
them with lipreading. The combined average 
score of all five subjects combined for 
individual phonemes was 88%. 

At the present, cues are delivered by 
the speaker's use of a keyboard; but con- 
currently with the testing at Gallaudet, 
engineers at ReSearch Triangle Institute 
in North Carolina, are working on a de- 
vice which will process and analyze speech 
and deliver it automatically to the deaf 
person in either visual or tactile form, 

A tactile device would probably be a 
unit worn under clothing, whereas a 
visual mode would use lights and mirrors 
built into eyeglasses,
